Coals and Window Glass used by the 
Romans in Britain. 



It is now well ascertained that the Romans 
iu Britain, at least, made use of mineral coal. 
The cinders have been found in some cases in 
the fireplaces of Roman villas ; and in several 
places in Northumberland, where the coal beds 
came to or near the surface, the Roman work- 
ings have been traced to a very considerable 
extent. On the northern coast of Wales, 
where the coal beds also cropped out, there 
can be little doubt from appearances that the 
Romans worked coal mines extensively. In 
Britain and in the colder climates generally, 
the Romans appear always to have warmed 
their houses with hot air, and never with fire- 
places in the rooms, as at present. The floors 
of the rooms were formed of strong cement, 
resting on numerous short pillars, and from 
the narrow subterranean apartment thus 
formed, termed the hypocaust, numerous flue- 
tiles were run up the interval surfaces of the 
walls of the house. 

Fire-places were made at the side of 
the hypocaust externally, for the purpose of 
heating the air within, which rose up the pipes 
of the flue-tiles. 

Window glass was, no doubt, used in the 
Roman villas, for in excavating the remains of 
these buildings, numerous pieces of glass are 
found on the floor at the foot of the wall where 
there had evidently been windows above. 
This glass resembles in quality and thickness 
our common window glass. 



Wellington's Bed Chamber. 



At the northeast angle of Apsley House, 
Hyde Park Corner, upon the ground floor, is 
"The Duke's bed-room," which is narrow, 
shapeless, and ill-lighted ; the bedstead small, 
provided with only a mattress and bolster, 
and scantily curtained with green silk ; the 
only ornaments of the room being an un- 
finished sketch of the Duchess, two cheap 
prints of military men, and a small portrait in 
oil. 'Yet here slept the great duke whose 
" eightieth year was by." 

In the grounds and shrubbery he took 
daily walking exercise, where with the garden- 
engine, he was wont to enjoy exertion.* 

In fine afternoons the sun casts the shadow 
of the duke's equestrian statue full upon 
Apsley House, and the sombre image may be 
seen gliding spirit-like over the front.— Quar- 
terly lieview. 

* As did the Duke's great antagonist, Napo- 
leon. January 2d, 1820, General Bonaparte. was 
" amusing himself to-day with the pipe of the fire 
engine, spouting water on the trees and flowers in

Everlasting Lamps of the Ancients. 



St. Augustine describes a lamp placed b) 
the sea-shore, which neither wind nor rain 
extinguished. In the sepulcher of Tullia, the 
daughter of Cicero, was found a Jamp, sup- 
posed by Pancirollus and others to have burnt 
above 1550 years ! Now, the flames in such 
cases are thought to have been caused by the 
inflammable air 60 frequently generated in pits 
and caverns, which is confirmed by a discovery 
in 1753, on the opening of an ancient sepulcher 
at Naples.
